tflne private lawns and public parka 
'•which have done co much to make 
our town "The City Beautiful," have 
of late been concerned over the evi-

who probably 


should know better. The parka aro 
tha property oJ tho community, and 
•whoever, by any untoward act makes 
them less attractive 
or beatiful Is 


committing an offense In which every 
citizen la concerned. The lawns, on 
the other hand, are private property, 
but te not amiss to note the evident 
fact that their beauty is not a mere 
possession ot the individual. Only to 
a limited extent can they be enjoyed 
more by him than any one who sees 
them In passing: and admires the vel- 
vety green oi the turf, or the beauty 
'f>t shrubs and flowers; and for this 
j-eason every good citizen ifl Interested. 
i Those thoughts are suggested by 
the fact lately brought to attention of 
kho misuse of the stretches of lawn 
In the parks, particularly lix Neahwa. 
by careless or Indifferent individuals 
•who have driven upon the soft sod 
with vehicles, or more, as a more 
flagrant and recent Instance, have rid- 
den horses upon It. This has during 
the past week or BO been notable, and 
the city authorities will no doubt take 
feteps for the apprehension and proper 
punishment of the persons who here- 
after commit such wanton acts. In 
this connection, also, it is stated that 
riders havo not confined themselves 
to the one park; but that since tho 
fence about Brown park has been re- 
moved, only the Intervention of Indl-

Not only to members of the Bor- 


Vpueha club, who are in a sense tho 
official custodian* of birds in Oneonta, 
la tho predatory cat at this ueason o£ 
'the year, a matter for genuine con- 
cern. 
If it were only the English 


eparrow, whoso depredations in gar- 
jdena and whose quarrelsome and noisy 
'dispositions have caused them to bo 
'denominated the Bolshevists of the 
leathered tribe, the bird-hunting feline 
might be tolerated or even encouraged 
Unfortunately, however, the cat is no 
respecter of persons when it comes 
to the singing folk, who all apparent- 
ly look alike to him; and he will de- 
vour wren, or flnch, or wood thrush, 
or robin or any ot our native sparrows 
with quite as flne a relish. 
It has been suggested that whoever 


wishes to encourage tho continuing 
presence of native birds, which to 
their delightful songs add the fact 
that they are persistent enemies of 
grub and wbrm, fly and aphis and all 
eorts Of destructive \ t-rmin. would do 
•well to disocurage 
tho vagrant cat. 


True there are many felines which 
are pets of the household, well-Cod 
and pampered, and not Infrequently 
well taught also, so that they nro with- 
in bounds not to a great degree de- 
structive. But besides there are other 
members of the cat tribe which have 
no homes or only casual ones, which 
are either ill-fed or not at all, and 
which on that account have reverted 
to their native condition. These are 
natural enemies of all birds, and on 
this account should be not merely pas- 
sively, but actively discouraged. Their 
value as catchers o£ mico is negligible, 
elnce one trap Is worth a. dozen cats 
for this purpos-j, 
and tho dam.-vge 


v/hlch they do is not possible to com- 
pute. 
Moreover, and it should not be ov- 


erlooked, though they illl the mid- 
night air with 
sound, their sones, 


though high-pitched and continuous, 
admit no rivalry with those of the 
birds. 


Railroad Crossings. 


A compilation of statistics reveals 
that last year there wero 1,072 fatal 
acceidents at grade crossings In the 
United States. In addition to those 
killed 4,813 perj'm* 
were injured, 


some very seriously. 
, Nearly all of these cases Involved 
motor cars. It is a fact to be deplor- 
ed that there has been a large In- 
crease In the number of accidents at 
grade since the automobile came Into 
such general use. 


President Harding, cordially endors- 
ing tho railroad campaign, 
said: 


"Among the measures the most effec- 
tive would be to arouse In the minds 
of automobile drivers a sense of per- 
sonal responsibilities." 


Unquestionably, that Is true. Sense 


of responsibility would beget greater 
vigilance and that is what Is needed. 
The only safe railroad crossing is 
one below or above grade, but care 
will make all at grade very much safer 
than they arc at present — [Scranton 
Republican. 


Tho Xdnooln Memorial. 


The noblo memorial which was ded- 
icated In Washington yesterday is the 
fitting expression of the gratitude of 
a free people. It cannot be said that 
the memory of the great emancipator 
has been neglected in this country. 
There la hardly a city of any conse- 
quenso In the United States where ho 
has not been remembered In marble 
or bronze, and tho anniversary of his 
birth haa been set aside as a holiday 
on which the Inspiring lessons of 
life are annually reviewed for the 
benefit of the present and future gen- 
erations. Tet It was proper that the 
most imposing and significant of these 
memorials should be erected in the 
capital of the nation ho saved. —

NOT GUILTY SAYS JURY

Cecil Green of West Lauren- was 


declared by the jury which heard ;he 
evidence in the case in city court yc.s- 
torday to be not guilty of the chaw 
of driving his car rcckles-sly and while 
intoxicated on the afternoon of May 
17 on Lower Chestnut street, on which 
afternoon the car he was driving col- 
lided with the car of Mrs. Francis 
Velie In front of the Velie residence 
at 258 Chestnut street. 


Star readers will recall that the 


police were called to the scene of th<- 
collision, but when Officer Crouch ar- 
riVed there Green hnd left for hi.s 
home, leaving his damaged cur. Later 
in the day Green was apprehended at 
his home at We.st Laurens on a war- 
rant issued by Judffe, Huntinjrton. The 
Velie car was standing at the curb 
in front of the residence when Green's 
car, which was not moving very rap- 
idly, crashed into it. It was reported 
at the time that Green sc-emed unable 
to control his car and there were al- 
legations that a broken whiskey bot- 
tle was found in the car. 


When Green was arraigned the next 


morning he asked for a postponement, 
his attorney, Claude V. Smith, desir- 
ing time in which to investigate the 
case and the evidence. When it was 
finally reached a jury trial -was de- 
manded and it was held yesterday. 


Green brought on yesterday to testi- 


fy his mother, sister, uncle and aunt 
and two or three other relatives who 
saw him that night after he arrived 
home and they swore that he was 
sober and that he had not been drink- 
ing. 
The testimony of the officers who 


went to West Laurens was to the ef- 
fect that he showed signs of intoxi- 
cation at the time he was arrested 
hours after the accident. 


The jury deliberated over the case 


for about 35 minutes and then return- 
ed a verdict of no cause of action. 
They could not ignore the preponder- 
ance of evidence on the part of the 
defendant and rendered the verdict 
for him.
